Between I9L5 and 19^9, Bulgaria imported free: the USSR 10b million leva 
/old leva?/ worth of goods, including 3 ! ‘ million leva worth of machines and 
equipment, 26 million leva worth of text lies and rav materials,, 25 million leva 
worth of ferrour metals, 7 million leva worth of petroleum products, as veil as 
large quantities of chemicals, rubber and rubber products, paper and celluloee, 
and means of transportation. 

The Bulgarian-Soviet trade agreement of lb March 1951 calls far 28, Bl per- 
cent. more Imports and 31 percent more experts than the agreement of 18 February 
1950, while the agreement of 9 February 1952 calls for £0 percent more imports 
and 2b percent more exports than /the agreement?/ in 1951- 


The machines, metals, and industrial rav materials imported from the USSR 
in 1950 represent 60 percent of all imports /from the USSR/ during that year; 
in 1951, 59 percent; and in 1952, thus far, S6.1? percent - Bulgarian imports 
from the USSR during 1952 are made up as follows: £8.86 percent, are machines, 
equipment, and reserve parts; 22.75 percent are metals and semifinished metal 
products; lb. 5b percent are textile raw materials; 3-36 percent are rubber and 
rubber products; 5.1b percent are chemicals; 1.15 percent a:^ paper products; 
11.80 percent are petroleum products; end lb, bo are various industrial goods.. 
Bulgaria Is importing more machines and equipment during 1952 than in previous 
years because of its increased socialist .onstructlon and increased mechanization 
of agriculture . 

Bulgaria exported 28.42 percent more agricultural and industrial products 
to the USSR in 1952 than in 1950- Bulgarian exports to the USSR during 1952 
are made up as follows: 0.5 percent are grain and legumes; 38 percent are in- 
dustrial plants and products, such as tobacco etc ; one percent me f.caL. licit 
and vegetables ; 'Q percent are canned and processed fruit and vegetables; 7 per- 
cent are wines, spirits, and brandy; 8 percent are animal s.nd leather products; 
28.2 percent, are essential minerals; 1 3 percent are lumber products; and 7.5 
percent are industrial, and other predurt-s. 
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In 1951» the USSR exported to Bulgaria three tines as many special in. .il- 
lations and equipment as in 1950. -- M. Getsov
